Stock Market Recovers 
Most Of Lost Ground And 
Gets A Holiday Breather

NEW YORK (AP > — The stock 
M arket took a much-needed rest 
today after a dizzy whirl in which 
it rallied from its steppes* dive 
since 1929. 
Stock exchanges are closed for 
the M emorial Day holiday. 
The swirling rally Tuesday aft­ 
ernoon recovered alm ost all of 
the ground lost Monday in the 
worst price collapse in 33 years. 
But investors and brokers had 
this question to ponder: Will the 
rally carry through Thursday? 
There was no way cf telling 
whether the m om entum generated 
will be sufficient to hurdle the 
holiday breather. 
Some brokers w ere optim istic 
but conceded it would be an up­ 
hill struggle to sustain an advance 
in a m arket that has been declin­ 
ing since mid-M arch. 


SU R G E OF B U Y IN G 
A sudden surge of buying by 
mutual funds and other institu­ 
tions sparked the rally. 
The 
advance, 
with 
blue-chip 
stocks in the vanguard, jerked 
Wall Street from a shroud of 


gloom. Brokers on the floor and 
spectators in the gallery at New 
5‘ork Stock E xchange cheered as 
the closing bell rang at 3:30 p.m. 
But it w asn’t until 8:14 p. rn. 
that the exchange’s swam ped high 
speed ticker tape spun out the re­ 
port on the final transaction. 
In the rem arkable recovery, the 
Dow Jones average of 30 indust­ 
rial issues spurted 27.03 to 603,96, 
coming close to wiping out Mon­ 
day’s loss of 34.95. 
The Asvsociated P ress average 
of 60 stocks jum ped 8 90 to 220.10 
after having dropped 13.40 the day 
before. It w'as the biggest gain 
since Nov. 14. 1929. 


$129 B IL L IO N 


Based on the AP average’s gain 
an estim ated total of $12.9 billion 
dollars was added to the quoted 
value of stocks listed on the New 
Y ork Stock Exchange. This erased 
the bulk of M onday's loss of $19.5 
billion. 
Trading volume skyrocketed to 
14.75 million shares, second only 
to the 16,410,030 on Black Tues­ 
day, the Oct. 29, 1929, crash. Mon­ 
day's total was 9.35 million.

Correspondents Reveal Many 
Touching Scenes, Incidents 
Of Civil War Engagements 


VUTE FINO in the letter* of army 
** correspondents, vsritin^ from 
Gettysburg, many interesting and 
touching scenes and incidents of 
thr late terrible battles: 
THE LOSSES 
The Eleventh rerps kist in killed. 
wounded anil missing, 4.oso men.

BAYONET FIGHTING 
It was from a bayonet thrust 
that Colonel Jefferds fell. It was 
in (ho thickest of the fight. A 
rebel officer had seized the regi­ 
m ental colors. Colonel Jefferds 
sinh the rdx-l officer dead with 
his revolver, took the colors in 
his own hand, reared them aloft. 
arni cried out, ‘ Rally round the 
flag, 
boys.”

pierced his vitals and he fell dead, 
his hand still firmly clutching Uh*

Our brave boys well knew the 
value of the position This divi­ 
sion fought with an undaunted de­ 
termination. and tile wounded fell 
by scores.

The fortunes of the day 
depended on their standing. “ Don’t 
viol*I an inch, boys.'’ he cried out, 
in clear clarion tones, brandish­ 
ing his sword, with resolute de­ 
termination to stand by thorn, ~ 
He was lirave to ra-bness. The 
ground was wtnxh«d ami rocky, 
some of the rocks eight and ten 
feet above the ground. Mounting 
on one of these nocks, he had on­ 
ly time to repeat his order to 
stand firm, when a rebel Minie 
ball pierced his aft thigh, shat­ 
tering the loft knot and compel­ 
ling hi.- removal and .ut end to 
his gallantry. 
The 
Pennsylvania 
Reserves 
have always fought well. They 
fought today mon* than well. De­ 
fending the State of their nativity 
not only inspired the men with 
extra courage, Ult many lived in 
Gettysburg and ab*tut here, and 
with them it was a fight in reality 
for their hearths and firesides. 
Over th** head* of thru- helpless 
wives and children were passing 
murderous shells of the rebel in­ 
vaders. 
"SHOWED NO FEAR" 
At any moment these shells 
might fall into their midst, car­ 
rying horror and death in their 
track. Is it to he wondered at 
that they climtn*d in th*’ manner 
they did the nigged ascent of 
that they showed no 
retiels — that they 
drove the enemy from the hill, 
and kepi them at hay? And they 
did keep them at bay. and, by 
aid of two of our batteries planks! 
on th** summit of the hill, are 
still doing so.

Fort Sumter Falls; Flag OI Truce On Ramparts; 
Gallant Band Of Union Troops Forced To Surrender 


p HRT I C t’LA RS OF the Surren- 
* 
der — Condition of Fort Sum­ 
ter — No Parley Allowed — Fight 
or Surrender. 
Charleston. April IS. midnight; 
Hostilities have for the present 
ceased, and the victory belongs 
to Sou’h Carolina. With the dis­ 
play of a flag of truce on the ram­ 
parts of Fort Sumter, at half past 
I o'clock, the firing ceased, and 
an unconditional surrender was 
made. 
The Carolinians had no idea 
that the fight was at an end. Soon 
after the flag staff of Fort Sum­ 
ter wag shot away. Col. W'igfall, 
aid to Gen. Beauregard, at his 
commander’s 
request, 
went 
to 
Sumter with a white flag to of­ 
fer assistance 
in 
extinguishing 
the flames. He approached the 
burning 
fortress 
from 
Morris 
Island, and while the firing was 
racing on all sides, effected a 
landing 
art 
Sumter.

proached a port bole, ami was 
met by Major Anderson, who in­ 
formed him that lie had just dis­ 
played a white flag, but the firing 
from tho Carolina batteries was 
kept up nevertheless. 
HAUL DOWN FLAG

After

sent from one of the four ships

to Gen. Simons,

with the request that a merchant 
ship or one of the vessels of 'he 
United States be allowed to enter 
and take off the commander and 
garrison of Sumter.

An official report of tho

SCENE OF DESOLATION 
Tin* seem* of desolation extended 
more than a mile along the Dike, 
and the entire responsibility of 
the act which created it was as­ 
sumed by Early.

CIR. I am not in tho habit of 
speaking lightly of tho possi­ 
bility of dissolving this happy Un 
ion Tho Senate knows that I have 
depreciated allusions, on ordinary 
occasions, to that direful event. 
The country will testify that, if 
there lie anything in the history 
of my public career worthy of 
recollection, it Is the truth ami sin­ 
cerity of my ardent devotion to its 
lasting preservation. 
But we should he false in our 
allegiance to it, rf we did not dis­ 
criminate lietween the imaginary 
ami real dangers by which it may­ 
be assailed. Abolition should no 
longer be regarded as an imagi­ 
nary danger.

Abolitionists, 
let me suppose, succeed in their 
aim of uniting the inhabitants of 
the frw States as one man. against 
i the inhabitants of the slave States 
I Union on the one hand will beget 
union on the other.

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LINCOLN'S GETTYSBURG ADDRESS, NOVEMBER 19,1863 


F o u r s c o r e AND revery years ago our fathers 
brought forth on this continent a new nation, con­ 
ceived in liberty, and dedicated to the proposition 
that all men are created equal. Now we are engaged 
in a great civil war, testing whether that nation, or 
any nation so conceived and so dedicated can long 
endure. We are met on a great battlefield of that 
war. We have come to dedicate a portion of that 
field, as a final resting place for those who here gave 
their lives that that nation might live. It is alto­ 
gether fitting and pro|>er that we should do this. 
Put in a larger sense we cannot dedicate, we cannot 
consecrate, we cannot hallow this ground. The brave 
men, living and dead, who struggled here, have con­ 
secrated it far above our poor power to add or de­ 
tract. The world will little note, nor long remember, 
what we say here: hut it can never forget what they 
did here. It is for us the living, rather, to bo dedi­ 
cated here to the unfinished work which they who 
fought here have thus far so nobly advanced. It is 
rather for us to be dedicated to the great task re­ 
maining before us—that from these honored dead 
we take increased devotion to that cause for which 
they gave the last full measure of devotion—that 
we here highly resolve that these dead shall not 
have died in vain—that this nation, under God, shall 
have a new’ birth of freedom— and that government 
of the people, bv the people, and for the {Hoople, shall 
not perish from the earth.

Prosperity continued in the Get­ 
tysburg area after the battle. In 
1865 the 
resources of the two 
banks had passed the $1,000,000 
mark and dejvosits totaled over 
$200,000. Today, the deposits in 
the two banks exceed $29,000,000 
Growth of the area’s wealth and 
insulation was reflected in the 
bank statem ents for the anniver­ 
sary years of the battle, in 1913, 
the fiftieth anniversary of the bat 
tie, the resources ot the two Get­ 
tysburg banks had increased to 
$2,781,462 and deposits totaled $1, 
963,029. in addition several other 
banks had l>een established in the 
county. 
Seventy-five years after the bat 
tie, in 1938, the resources of the 
two local banks totaled $0,459,619 
and deposits were up to $5,552,290 
in addition there were several mil 
bons ol assets and deposits in 
other county banks. 
Deposits in the 13 county banks 
as ot Decem ber 31, 1961, totaled 
$70,780,881.06.

In the years that have passed 
since tile Civil War the fruit in­ 
dustry here has grown to where 
the county now grows more apples 
than any other county in the state 
and its fruit processing industry 
is Indieved the world’s largest in 
one county.

M A JO R INDUSTRY 
So major is Adams county’s j 
fruit industry that the Pennsyl­ 
vania Agricultural Extension S e n -j 
ice has devoted entire editions of 
its Farm Economics publication 
to details of fruit industry activ­ 
ities here. 
Adams county was just coming 
Into its own as a fruit center when 
tt»c Civil War began. Reports on 
a meeting of the Adams County t 
Agricultural Society on March 16. 
1861, reveal that many of the 
same families that were engaged 
in fruit here IOO years ago are 
still engaged in it. and that much 
Adams County fruit was getting 
a premium price then—just as it 
dot's now. 
The report of the 1861 meeting 
quoted William B. Wilson (a de­ 
scendant of whom, by the same 
name, is a leading county fruit­ 
grower) as stating. “We are just 
beginning to open our eyes in re­ 
gard to the cultivation and prof­ 
its of fruit 
PE A C H O R C H A R D 
“I am satisfied that the farmer 
cannot invest money in anything 
that would yield him as large a 
per cent with such little outlay 
in the beginning. In planting a 
peach orchard it only requires 
two or three years growing to 
produce two or three bushels per 
tree which fruit last fall a year 
was engaged by men from Balti­ 
more delivered at Gettysburg at 
$1 
per bushel. Tho demand is 
greater than the increase for fruit 
which I am convinced is both 
profitable and healthful.” 
Jonas Routzahn was of the opin­ 
ion: “I think most people value 
the peach too high and the apple 
too low. I have four apple trees 
that last fall yielded mc $75. The 
apples sold at r*0 cents a bushel. 
The peach is not as certain a crop 
as the apple, in my estimation."

.soldier who has followed the 
fortunes of the "Grand Army" 
from its first victory at York­ 
town to its late fearful defeat 
near Fredrickshurg. He was 
wounded in the recent battles 
under Hooker, and now lies in 
a Hospital on the hanks of the 
Rappahannock,

KNOW you wonder why we 
are here and not sent to the 
•North. I have an idea why it is, 
Tin* North knows but little how 
much the loss of our arm y was 
across the river, and we are kept 
here so that they will never know 
tile truth. The Government does 
not wish the people to know how

‘‘Fighting Joe" wns de­ 
feated, and if we got North it is 
likely we would express our opin­ 
ions.
